A source who has provided reliable information 
In the past on April 1 6, 1965, advised that considerable 
resentment has arisen among businessmen in Boston con- 
cerning the Information that Dr. Martin Luther King would 
lead a march on Boston, Friday, April 23, 1965, against 
conditions of racial imbalance in this city. This re- 
sentment has arisen to a point that it is felt that such 
a parade is not being conducted in good faith. 

The source said that it was felt that in 
Boston many responsible people who hau wished to help 
and had pledged contributions and money are now with- 
drawing their pledges because of the scheduled march. 

One of the strong movers behind King is Mal- 
colm Peabody, brother of former Governor of Massachusetts, 
Endicott Peabody. Source also advised that he had learned 
that Roy Wilkins head of the NAACP and James Farmer, Head 
of Congress of Racial Equality, had expressed dissatisfaction 
in that Martin Luther King would be taking funds collected 
in Boston out of the city. 

According to source Wilkins and Farmer felt 
that their organizations had started the activity against 
racial imbalance In the Boston schools, and believed that 
any money collected should be retained in Massachusetts 
to help out the Negro situation and should not be given 
to King for use of the Southern Christian Leaders Con- 
ference .

This Is to advise of Bureau policy and procedures o 
to follow when receiving information relative to threats x 
against the life of Martin Luther King, Jr, In all 
instances, the Atlanta Office ehould be expeditiously advised 
so that the information can in turn be given to the Atlanta, 
Georgia, Police Department which covers King’s permanent 
residence.

It was reported these cards 
were broken down into sections of guarantors, funds, college 
service funds, unions and foundations. The card bearing 
KING’S name was reported to be under the section "guarantors". 
The source indicated that the word "guarantors" indicates the 
name was under a special section of names apparently made up 
of people who had guaranteed to contribute a certain amount 
periodically; however, this was not fully explained. 


An article appearing in the Chattanooga Daily Times , 
Chattanooga, Tenn., in issue 2/23/61 date lined Atlanta, re- 
ported that the Southern Christian Leadership Conference and 
Highlander Folk School had joined forces to train Negro leaders 
for the Civil Rights struggle. It was reported that KING was 
head of the SCLC and a conference spokesman was reported to 
have said eleven Negroes had completed a week's training at 
Highlander and another class was expected. 

The article continued that some observers had said 
the affiliation of Dr. KING'S organization with Highlander 
raised serious questions of prestige for KING'S group. JAMES R 
WOOD, Administrative Assistant to Dr. KING, said the SCLC is 
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aware of the problem but he asserted ”we find no reason 
not to cooperate with any organization that is interested 
in the development of full citizenship for Americans which 
cannot be proved to have conducted itself in a manner which 
is not American or patriotic”.

lli‘t'ausr l ie use of the military resources of the United States in Vietnam and 
elsewhere suppresses the aspirations of the people for political independence 
and economic freed njn; 

Because inhuman torture and senseless killing are being carried out by forces 
armed, uniformed, trained and financed by the United States; 

Heat use we believe that all peoples of the earth, including both Americans 
and non -Americans , have an inalienable right to life, liberty, and the peaceful 
pursuit of happiness in their own way; and 

Because we think that positive steps must be taken to put an end to the threat 
of nuclear catastrophe and death by chemical or biological warfare, whether 
these result from accident or escalation — 


We hereby dee In re our conscientious refusal to cooperate with the United 
States government in the prosecution of the war in Vietnam. 

We encourage those who can conscientiously do so to refuse to serve in the 
armed forces and to ask for discharge if they are already in. 

TIi one of us who arc subject to the draft ourselves declare our own intention 
to refuse to serve. 

We urge oilier* to refuse and refuse ourselves to take part in the manufacture 
or transportation of military equipment, or to work in the fields of military 
research and weapons development. 

We shall encourage the development of other nonviolent acts, including acts 
which involve civil disobedience, in order to stop the flow of American soldiers 
and munitions to Vietnam. 


NOTE: Signing or distributing this Declaration of Conscience wight be construed 
as a violation of the Universal Military Training and Service Act, which prohibits 
advising persons facing the draft to refuse service. Penalties of up to 5 years 
imprisonment, and/or a fine of $5,000 arc provided . While prosecutions under 
this provision of the law almost never occur, persons signing or distributing this 
declaration should face the possibility of serious consequences.
